The Crystal Palace Water Towers. 


The water towers are among the most ex- 
traordinary, if pot the most extraordinary 
engineering works of the nt day. Some 
idea of their strength and magnitude may be 
found from the fact, that each have to support,

TO THE WORD or Gop READ AND PREACHED 
ON THE SABBATH DAY THAT BESPEAKS A 
BLESSING. The blessedness of regular at- 

tendance upon the House of the Lord is to be 

seen in various ways. What is the social, 
mental and moral convictions of those that do 
notlisten tothe public reading of the Holy 


| Seriptores, nor to the faithful preaching of the 


Gospel of the grace of God? I need not go to 
the mountains and bring from thence the poor 
Digger Indians, to show what human beings 
are without civilization and the word of God. 
I need not describe to you the actual condi- 
tion of millions of colored people in Africa, 
whence your forefathers came ; nor the state of 
the white people of Europe when they were 
savages. The Cannibals of the Islands of the 
sea, the poor Chinese in our State, and the 
heathen generully are all it is true painful il- 
lustrations of what men are without the knowl- 
edge of the true God. But we have also ex- 
amples of our own races, and near at home. 
There are multitudes amongst ourselves, who 
habitually keep aloof from the House of God 
—who do not read his word for themselves, nor 
do they hear it read and expounded from the 
pulpit. They are living without God, and 
without Christ, and without hope in the 
world—at least without any well grounded 
hope of future happiness. Some of them are 
the children of pious parents. They were 
brought up to attend church. But all their 
religion, and most of their good habits, they 
have left at home. Their piety was not strong 
enough to bear transportation, or a long jour- 
ney. 

But I was saying, there is much in the mere 
habit of going to Church on Sunday that con- 
tributes to the welfare of society. Such a habit 
establishes regularity in a family, and pro- 
motes its cleanliness and order and self-respect. 
It is difficult to analyse, or to ascertain and 
weigh exactly how much we are indebted to 
influences that are ever operating upon us— 
silently, impalpably, but no less certainly and 
powerfully. That which is ever, and every- 
where present, like the light and air of heaven, 
though vital like oxygen to our existence, is 
generally overlooked. We have so long and 
80 fully enjoyed the benefits of christianty in 
our families, and its inflaences over our tempo- 
ral affairs, that it {is difficult—indeed quite 


been without thejword of God. The simple 
winding up of the week’s work at the end of 
every six days—the weekly renovation and 
cleansing of the house, and of the garments 
and persons of the laboring poor—the pres- 
ence of the father with his children all tidy 
and smiling because father’s at home free from 
anxiety and labor, one day out of seven, has a 
powerful influence in refining and elevating our 
feelings, and in smoothing the brow of care, 
and wearing off many of the sharp'corners of 
life.

It effects equal- 
ly the judgement and the feelings ; the princi- 
ples of action and the conduct of life. It con- 
quers passion and pride; curbs the violence of 
rage and envy, and anger and selfishness. It 
makes the drunkard sober ; the sensualist, pure; 
the blasphemer, prayerful, and teaches the mi- 
ser and the voluputary to seek pleasuse and 
wealth in the skies. It teaches us that we are 
the offsprings of God und heirs of immortali- 
ty. It raises our thonghts to our duties and | 
our illustrious destiny. It soothes our vari- 
ous sorrows, by suggesting topics of consola- 
tion amidst the severest privations and the 
most painful and complicated sufferings. It is 
our comforter amidst the loss of health, of 
friends and property. Let the prisoner tell 
what support it has whispered to his soul, 
when there was none to hear his sighings, and 
none to pity or relieve—when the past and 
the future ever alike painful, and the iron en- 
tered into his soul. Let the widow on a pal 
let of straw and the fatherless without bread, 
tell what comfort the Bible has administered in 
the midst of their afflictions. Let the discon- 
solate, the weary of the world, the forsaken 
and hroken of heart, the stranger and the 
travellor, the exile and the sorrow smitten and 
the solitary, declare what Heavenward heart- 
healing influences it bas poured upon the dark- 
ness and loneliness of their condition. Let the 
death-bed speak of the preciousness of the 
word of God! When the false and shadowy 
possessions of earth can no longer be retained 
—when their worthlessness is demonstrated— 
when earthly honors and hopes perish—when 
all earth’s alliances are dissolved—when the 
eye is closing on everything below the sun 
—and eternity is looming upon the soul.— 
Then what is the value of the word of God? 
Who can fully describe its gracious and benig- 
nant influences in calming the last and deep- 
est anxieties of nature—in giving confidence 
to the sinking spirits, and in filling the soul 
with confidence to go forth to meet the un- 
veiled majesty of the Ineffable Creater. Oh, 
it is as at this solemn moment that one single 
sentence of consolation—one kind and merci- 
ful promise of the word of God—outweighs all 
theterrors of grim death and of the grave. 
Then the blessed gospel assures us of a crown 
and kingdom, a house not made with hands, 
gives lustre to the eye, and stamps with an im- 
press of celestral joy the features that are re- 
ceiving their last form and character from the 
cold hand of death.

2. You must hear the word of God with a 
teachable, hnmble, submissive spirit, such as 
Samuel bad when he sald, “ speak now, for thy 
servant heareth.” Our blessed Lord illustra- 
ted the spirit we must have when we sit at his 
feet, by tellings us, “except we be converted 
and become as alittle child, we cannot see the 
kingdom of God.“ 

3. We must hear the word of God witha 
deep, penitent, seifexamining, home fixing 
spirit. ‘There must bea personal application 


the world to feed every man, woman and child 
in it, yet some perish for the want of bread. 
There is fresh water enough for every thirsting 
creature on our planet; yet many die of thirst. 
There must be a personal application, or men 
will die for the want of bread and water. So 
there is grace enough to save every one of you; 
but it must be personally secured. You must | 
ask—seek—knock, or you have no right to ex- 
pect the blessing. Men must strive to be saved, 
if they wonld escape from the} wrath to come. 
The blood of Christ is sufficient to save us 
every one. and all the world besides, but it 
must be applied. As the first step to wisdom 
is to feel that we are ignorant, the first thing 
in order to salvation is to feel that we are in 
need of it—that we are sinners exposed to the 
wrath of God. We must hear the word of 
God with faith and prayer. Faith is essential 
to salvation. Faith cometh by hearing, and 


the preachiug of the gospel,and the preacher 
must be converted, aod called of God, and 
sent to warn men to flee from the wrath to 
come. 

This subject teaches you, first to pity those, 
who are without the word of God. I hope 
this congregation will from the very begining 
be an aggressive, advancing missionary 
church. I hope you will pray for the heathen, 
and for your fellow-men who are living in sin | 
and the bonds of iniquity, and that you will 
labor for their salvation—strive to bring them 
to the House of God. Encourage your pas- 
tor, honor him for his work sake, pray for 
him, for be is to watch for souls as one that 
has to give an account at the seat. 
Secondly, rejoice in the light of the Divine 
Word. Itis a lamp unto your feet and a 
light unto your path. God has dealt very 
bountifally with you. Praise the Lord for all 
His mercies—med:tate often on His word.— 
Make it the song of your pilgrimage, till you 
go over Jordan to the promised Land.

Every one must be aware that the most mo- 
mentous consequences rest upon the course 
which we here pursue in religious things. Anal- 
ogy teaches us that immense alternatives may 
be decided by our almost unconscious actions. 
Thoughtless youth often determines all the 
destiny of manhood, and appoints one to honor 
or shame. The long years of prosperity or in- 
famy, which a life may include, are by no 
means before the mind of the youth. Could 
he see them, his young intellect would stagger 
under the load of his conscious responsibility. 


In a free, careless hour his conduct is leading 


in a long train of joys, bright-hued and lasting 
as life, or of sorrows so linked together that 
they seem to come in an inevitable chain. The 
future is determined by to-day, and so deter- 
mined that no amount of future wisdom can 
wholly arrest the tendencies of present crime, 
and no experience of sorrow fully atone for 
present folly. 

And so it is forever. A future day takes 
its color from this life’s morning. Because 
the issues are so much more momentous than 
any earthly issue, the principle is not therefore 
less wise or less just. If man’s probation were 
extended until he could comprehend all tke 
consequences of obedience or disobedience to 
God, it would never close. For he would 
never have reached full apprehension, though 
his years should outnumber those of the first- 
born of angels. Obedience is to be chosen for 

wo for its rightness, for its fitness, for 
its —— although the Supreme One has 
in graciousness added to the force of this mo- 
tive, some fearful views of the results of disobe- 
dience.

On the 
other, regrets and moanings, sighing and de- 
spair. To rehearse them is to live an eternity, 
and the choice of the one or the other, falls 
into this little span of life.

Like the prophet, our vision should be on the 
future, for from thence are we to borrow mo- 
tive and strength for the present hour. Lit- 
tle indeed it is that we can grasp of the dif 
ference between the state of a joyous and a 
wretched being, living through ages, passing 
from one period to another in infinite progress- 
ion, ever increasing in joy or sorrow. Yet one

such as we can see. If our hearts be dead to 
the claims of duty, if our eyes are blind to the 
beauty of living in accordance with the will 


and mind of & perfect being, let us not be 


reckless of consequences, and rush on to ruin.

Messrs Epirors: Who among professing 
Christians realize as they should, the full im- 
port of the words at the head of this article? 

That there is a manifest and increasing want 
of earnestness and engagedness in the great 
mass of professing Christians, in reference to 
spiritual and divine things, will, it is believed, 
be readily admitted.

CENTRAL AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 


The recent news from Sonora, and the opera- 
tions of Walker in Nicaragua, tend to evidence 
conclusively the near fulfilment of designs 
which are to exert a controlling and permanent 
influence over the political and social condition 
of the fairest portion of the North American 
Continent. The continuous stream of material 
aid which is rapidly augmenting and efficiently 
arming Walker’s army, leaves little doubt that 
he will sustain his position against the com- 
bined Central American forces. His pertina- 
cious perseverance will evidently triumph over 
all obstacles, and succeed in establishing the 
paramount influence of the Ameriean branch 


and thus another stride will be taken towards 
the accomplishment of the “ manifest destiny” 
of that race in the subjugation of the Indio- 
Spanish population which inhablts that fertile 
region. 

We have no sympathy with Filibusters, but 
we cannot shut our eyes to the progress of 
events, and as certainly as intelligence, activity, 
energy and courage will pari passu, overcome 
indolence, inertness, and ignorance, so surely 
will the innate force of the American character 
subjugate these semi-civilized races, and im- 
press upon society in these countries its own 
type of civilization. 

It is true that fitful efforts have been 
made by some of these states to infuse energy 
into their bodies politic, by encouraging the 
immigration of Europeans, but this will never 
prevent the predicted result,and in nine cases 
out of ten, these immigrants would prefer the 
American rule, to the sluggish and inefficient 
governments of the present. 

The desire for dominancy inherent in the 
Anglo Saxon race generally, and which is most 
energetic in the American branch, cannot be 
restrained by any power which the Central 
American republics can oppose to it. Its re- 
sources are equivalent to the superior intelli- 
gence which characterizes it: foiled at one 
point its persevering efforts are discovered in 
some new development of its ability to cope 
with antogonisms. Whatever means may be 
employed to resist its progress, it has always 
shewn itself equally able to overcome all oppo- 
sition to its advanees. To strategy it opposes 
its peculiar intellectual subtility and diplomat- 
ic astuteness,—to force its indomitable courage 
and unwavering perseverance. 

That the two great commercial nations of 
Europe—England aod France—may look with 
some jealousy upon the rapid extension of Am- 
erican control over a portion of this continent, 
which is destined to become so important to fu- 
ture commercial operations is but natural:— 
that they would prefer that routes of transit 
between the two oceans, should remain in the 
possession of a weak, indolent people, than that 
they should be controlled by an energetic and 
enterprising rival may be well supposed—but 
public opinion in England is so decidedly op- 
posed to avy rupture with this country, that 
the government would not attempt any armed 
interference ; and the Emperor of France could 
effect so little, without the aid of the British 
naval power, that any direct interference from 
either of these powers need not be apprehended. 

The recent treaty, with regard to the Bay 
Islands, is sufficient evidence of the policy 
which the government of England has marked 
out for itself. By that treaty she has satisfied 
her honor in regard to her protectorate of the 
Mosquito Indians, and secured a right of way 
across the Isthmus, and this will, we presume, 
be the extent of any demand, which either En- 
gland or France, will make upon any future 
government that may be established by these 
Republics. 

As in most other great movements in the 

march of civilization, a universal good, will no 
doubt in this instance, arise out of a local and 
limited evil, for there can be no doubt that 
the developement. of the resources of these 
rich and fertile regions, so abundant,’ in all the 
natural advantages of harbors, rivers, &Xc, 
and affording such facilities for communication 
between two great oceans, would be a great 
benefit to the civilized world. 
It were idle, if it were even politic, to en- 
deavor to repress the expansive principle of 
the American race, by any appeal to what are 
called the laws of humanity, or abstract princi- 
ples of right, as they are generally understood 
It isour duty to recognise these principles as 
rules of conduct and to urge them; but however 
such considerations may modify the mode of ac- 
complishment, they wiil never prevent the fulfil- 
ment of the evident design of providence :—so 
evident that many farseeing and sagaclous poli- 
ticians are already making calculations as if it 
were un fait accompli. It is plainly written 
by the prophetic finger of fate that the ener. 
getic race which is now battling for a foothold 
in one corner of this interesting country is 
destined to supplant—to overpower by its in- 
tellectual and physical superiority, the weak 
and unstable elements which constitute the ba- 
sis of every State of Central America. H.

From the Oriental. 
Sandwich Island Notes. 


Lanatna, Sax Is Lanps, July, 1856. 
HAWAIIAN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
Some of our good friends still speak of the 
Sandwich Islanders as a heathen people. I am 


going to tell what they do for the diffusion of 


the gospel. It is stated to bea fact thata 
larger number, proportionably, are church mem- 
bers, here, than can be found in any other Pro- 
testant country; that religious meetings are 
more regularly aud fully attended; and that 
they give more money, compared with their 


scanty means, to support religious institutions. 


Let us see what they do, “ out of their deep pov- 
erty,” tosend forth the Word of Life, which 
has brought them from the dead, to the parts of 
the earth yet ignorant of its power. 

Several delightful meetings have recently been 
held in Honolulu, chiefly to hear reports from a 
delegation, consisting of the Rev. Lowell Smith, 
a missionary, aud several native Christians, who 
were sent in the spring to visit a station estab- 


lished by this people among the inhabitants of 


the Marquesas Islands. The Hawaiian Mis- 
sionary Society, which sent the delegation, was 
formed in 1851. It has now two missions, to 
support which it is aided by the American 
Board. That in Micronesia—the name given 
by geographers to the westerly portion of the 
Pacific Ocean, lying under the tropical zone — 
embraces two stations, Strong's Island and As- 
cension. Several excellent American missiona- 
ries, and some devoted Hawaiians, have been 
sent to these regions; and we hear most grati- 
fying accounts of their success. The other 
mission is in the Marquesas Islands. It is re- 


markable that the English Protestants, Ameri- 


can Protestants, and French Catholics, have all 
failed in attempts to impress this most viva- 
cious and most vicious people. But, just as 


converts from Romanism, or any other errone- 


ous doctrine, are most skillful and most suc- 
cessful in preaching to those still lying under 


the falsehoods from which they have been de- 


livered, and know best how to sympathise and 
to instruct, so these simple, persevering, warm- 
hearted Hawaiians seem to be just the ones to 
labor with effect among such a people as the 
Marquesians. White missionaries, with the very 
skill of the devil, they turned into ridicule. 
They stood and mimicked their gestures and 
pronunciation when they preached, made sati- 
rical or grotesque remarks as they proceeded, 
and occasionally, as they heard something op- 
posed to their belief, would emphatically ejacu- 
late “ you lie!” ‘The four Hawaiians sent, with 
their wives, were selected from the most intelli- 
gent and pious of the nation. They were men 
of prayer, zeal and patience. They have suf- 
fered a great deal, and now are beginning to see 
the fruits of their labors. It has been of ad- 
vantage to them to enjoy the presence and as- 
sistance of an American Christian mechanic, 
who will in future be clothed with the privileges 
of the ministry. It is delightful to see the in- 
terest felt in all these missions by the members 
of the native churches, with what tender affec- 
tion they are spoken of, andhow fervently they 
are remembered in prayer. The contributions 
to the Society, in 1852, amounted to $4,978, 
and in 1853, to $4,659. Thesum for 1854 is 
not known. In 1855, according to the report 
recently made, it appropriated to the Microne- 


sian Mission $3,441, (the American Board 


meeting a portion of the whole expense, which 
was $4,984 ;) it bore the whole burthen of the 
Marquesian Mission, $1,422 ; and hada balance 
for other grants and expenses, of about $870— 
the outlays amounting, in all, to $5,743 27. 
Several hundred dollars of this were derived 
from foreigners. Whenso active and self deny- 
ing a missionary zeal is seen blossoming among 
huts made of grass—nourished among house 
holds whose chairs and tables are mats spread 
upon the mother earth, whose diet is poz, (the 
fermented paste made from the taro root,) with 
melons and fislr, whose forks and knives are not 
silver and steel, but the pentadacty! prongs with 
which Nature furnishes the wild and rude as 
well as the wise and the noble—cultivated with 
prayer by the poor fishermen, who, armed with 
a harpoon, attack and conquer the shark, and 
who cross in tiny canoes great distances by sea, 
and swim a score of miles in these stormy chan- 
nels—not withering in the breasts of those who 
rain the sweat of their toil upon the little 


patches and gardens in the ravines and clefts of 


the lava—a missionary zeal that excites not a 
few to rise in the night for prayer, and to meet 
at the little school houses for the same purpose, 
at the dawn of every day—then we cannot but 
acknowledge that it is implanted by the Divine 
Spirit, and be persuaded that its efforts will be 
blessed, and produce fruit, when more ostenta- 


tious schemes and labors, begotten in lands of 
wealth and pride, may shoot up in the eyes of 


the world, to be fruitless and die. 
DEPUTATION TO FATUHIVA. 


On Sabbath, June Ist, a great meeting was 
held at the Stone Church,” Honolulu, to re- 
ceive the report of the deputation already re- 
ferred to. ‘The members of the delegation had 
addressed some of the churches previously, but 
this was a gathering of representatives from dif- 
ferent islands, and it was expected that the 
whole day would be spent in hearing addresses, 
and transacting the business of such an occa- 


sion. The immense building was filled. There 


were not less than two thousand present ; and 
the neat dresses, almost in foreign style, and the 


sober, thoughtful, interested air of the assem- 


bly, were worthy a similar scene in the United 
States Among them were the Princess Victo- 
ria, and many chiefs. The king was probably 
there also, though Ido not remember looking 
towards the royal pew. The singing was very 


sweet. A choir led it, accompanied by a melo- 


dian, played by a native young lady. 

The morning was occupied with addresses by 
missionaries. The Rev. Lowell Smith, who led 
the deputation, gave some account of the voy- 
age, and the state of things at Fatuhiva and 
the other Marquesian Islands. He said the 
people were extremely vicious. and licentious. 
The dress of many is a crown of chicken feath- 


ers,a maro round the loins.and a bunch of 


feathers upon the ancles. They fought, stole, 
cheated, and lied, so that whites could scarcely 
be induced to dwell or visit there. The tabu 
system prevailed in all its severity. The poor 
women were thus prohibited the choicer kinds 
of food, such as bananas, cocoanuts, cuttle fish 
and skipjacks. Many places were polluted by 
their presence, such as the pig pen, a certain 
corner of the house, some places of amusement, 
and the burying grounds—so that no woman 
ventures to attend a funeral. But the hardest 
custom of all is the tabu of the canoes, so that 
while the man glides at his ease round the cliffs, 
his wife or mother must clamber over the hot 
rocks and dangerous precipices. And to vio- 
late the tabu was often instant death. 

Mr. Smith went on to describe the benefits 
of missionary labor. The esteem of the people 
had been won by the patience with which the 
Hawaiian Christians suffered wrong. They had 
frequently been advised to kill one of the chiefs, 
who oppressed them exceedingly. “ If he treat- 
Bat now the na- 
tives confide in them, and are changing their 
manners. They do not now steal their clothes 
as formerly, especially in the day time. Some 
who had been baptised by the French padres, 
for the sake of certain presents, came to visit 
the Hawaiians, and were surprised with the 
difference from themselves. They afterwards 
brought their money over to them, and desired 


the Hawaiians to keep it, as there was no one 
else they could trust. One Marquesian, the 
most intelligent man, probably, on the island, 


gave evidence of sincere conversion. Mr. Smith 


was satisfied of the change of heart, and so bap- 
tized him. Before leaving, Mr. Smith got up 
an anfi-tabu feast, of which he succeeded in get- 
ting twenty or thirty to partake. A chief sat 
down between two of his wives, and after eat 
ing a portion of a banana, held the remainder 
for each of them to take a bite. The latter por- 
tion of the first chapter of Genesis was then ex- 
plained to them, and those present promised to 
observe the tabu no more. 

The labors and character of the Hawaiian 
missionaries were then spoken of. They were 
teaching the natives not only Christianity, but 
much else that is profitable. Some of the wo- 
men have learned to make palm leaf hats. The 
missionaries were unwilling to give up their 
work ; and one woman, nearly worn down with 
dropsy, did not wish to come home—with mar- 
tyr-like spirit hoping that her death might glo- 
rify God. Many other most interesting details 
were given by Mr. Smith. If he publishes a 
report of the voyage, the reader may meet them 
in a better shape. 

LAITER DAY SAINTS. 

California is no little interested in the pro- 
ceedings of “ the Saints” in her southern bor- 
ders. A certain Mr. Guess, who bad previously 
resided here, has lately returned f-om a pilg im- 
age thither. But his piety, instead of being 
kindled, has rather been blown out, aod is smo- 
king in a way that must be somewhat offensive 
to the good “elders,” and remuant of the elect 
here. He says he was fleeced of his money, and 
bamboo ed“ in a variety of ways, and warns 
the people as to what native Hawaiians have to 
expect in San Bernardino. The native women 
who have been enticed there, he states, are call- 
ed “niggers,” not allowed to associate with oth- 
er foreigners, and forced to “* do drudgery under 
other people, perhaps other wives!” An amus- 
ing illustration is given by him in an artice 
which appears in the Pol ynesian, translated from 
the native newspaper, the Hae Hawazi, of the 


‘manner in which “ the Saints” succeed in prac- 


tising the gift of tongues. It is to be hoped 
their other miracles are more expertly perfermed. 

“On first arriving there he went to their 
church, and there saw a Mrs. Woodbury, who 
also had lived here for a while, stand up and ad- 
dress the Hawaiian women who had been carried 
thither. She used their own language, and her 
remarks were ostensibly given at second-hand in 
English, by an individual by the vame of Tate, 
who represented himself as being a linguist by 
grace. 

But it was plain as a pikestaff that brother 
Tate was drawing solely upon his imagisation, 
there not being the slightest coincidence between 
the address in Hawaiian and his English version 
of it. He was only gulling his hearers.” 

The narrator exposed the trick and got bim- 
self into trouble. Mormonism appears to be 
dying out entirely here. The Paradise they at- 
tempted to establish on the island of Lanai is 
nearly abandoned by the natives, who ridicule 
theirknavery. There arestill three white teach- 
ers there. It is tobe wished American soil were 
as easily rid of them. W. 8.

Cruelty to Dumb Beasts. 


To err is human,“ but to be cruel to dumb 
beasts is worse than brutal. It is very difficult 
to imagine that any humane person, one in 
whose bosom are to be found any of the kindly 
feelings of the human heart, can wantonly in- 
flict any unnecessary pain upon a defenceless 
beast : one, too, designed for the slanghter. It 
is proverbial that butchers or those in their 
employ, are unnecessarily cruel to the poor 
creatures about to be led to the slaughter. If 
there were any reason in the nature of things, 
why this should be the case, no one could reas- 
onably condemn, however much he might de- 
plore it. 

These thoughts were suggested by seeing 
several loads of young cattle with their legs 
tied, and thrown into carts one upon the other 
—some with their heads doubled under their 
body—others, with theirs hanging over the 
sides of the cart; in two instances the wheel 
rubbing against them. 

It may be proper in many cases to tie the 
limbs of animals to carry them safely, but not 
necessary to treat them cruelly. Besides, who 
would wish to eat the meat from an animal that 
had been thrown and bruised about in that 
way. The voice of the entire community is 
decidedly against this kind of treatment. No 
one with proper feelings but shudders when 
seeing this cruelty so often manifested in the 
treatment of animals perfectly helpless, and un- 
able to utter one word of complaint. There is 
a law in this State, or ought to be against cru- 
elty to dumb beasts. Let a man unmercifully 
beat his horse in the streets, every good citizen 
seeing it, would say he deserved the beating 
far more than the horse. Suppose it were pos- 
sible to tie the legs of six or seven horses, and 
pile them one upon the other in any way, upon 
a cart, to be drawn through our streets with 
their heads hanging nearly to the ground, their 
eyes almost forced from their sockets—their 
tongues protruding like those of dead animals, 
how long would the community tolerate such 
a spectacle? No doubt the people wonld rush 
by scores to the proper authorities to enter an 
earnest complaint against such unheard of eru- 
elty. Why would this be? Simply because 
the sofferings in the larger animals would be 
far more strikingly manifested than in the 
smaller. The suffering in the one case must 
be just as excruciating as in the other. The 
feeling of the people is nearly or quite unani 
mous against this cruelty. Why should not 
those who have it in their power, apply the 
proper remedy ? By thus doing, they will be 
entitled to the thanks of Many Crrizens. 

Divine Inrivence.—The difference between 
human influence and divine, is realized in a re- 
vival of religion. When the former has spent 
itself, the latter shows its omnipotence. For 
years a minister may toil seemingly in vain. 
Eloquence appears a mockery. The church 
slumbers in worldliness. But in answer to 
humble prayer and earnest fidelity, let a breath 
of divine influence descend, and the scene 
is changed. The slightest word spoken has 
telling power. The preacher only wonders that 
God gives any place at all to preaching or 
praying in such a work. The presence of the 
Spirit is so infinitely superior in power, to the 
usual manifestations, that they shrink into in- 
significance. One who has witnessed scenes of 
revival cannot be sceptical of a divine influ- 
ence in the world. Without it all means of 
grace are powerless ; with its fulness the sim- 
plest means are clothed with the authority of 
Heaven, and the beauty of the Lord God is 
about his tabernacle. Now that human ex- 
citements have a moment hushed, may earnest 
prayer ascend, that the minds of men may be 
prevaded with a purer and nobler zeal. 


Are they Done, Completely Done? 

It has been for a few months past the habit of 
two or three scurrilous papers in this State to 
indulge in personal abuse of editors who are 
friendly to the Vigilance Committee, or known 
to be friendly to Republican sentiments, wheth- 
er political advocates or not. Such a course 
in pablic prints, not only evinces a weak cause 
afraid of arguments, but also transcends every 
rule of courtesy among honorable editors, and 
is ever esteemed by such, as among the mean- 
est and lowest of resorts. There is no surer 
way than this to gain the contempt of every 
honorable mind, and thus to sink a paper to 
the lowest infamy in the community where it 
is published. Their abuse is to be esteemed 
an honor, their friendship a cause for suspic- 
ion. Before such we would ever wish to be 
shining marks for their abuse; and we hope 
it gives them a satisfaction proportioned to the 
contempt with which they are regarded.

The case of George Green, charged with hav- 


ing been one of the robbers of the Chinamen at 
the Rincon Pointa week or twosince, came up 
in the Police Court yesterday for investigation. 
The circumstances of the robbery will doubt- 
less be recollected as having consisted in, first, 
a burglary, than an agravated assault and bat- 
tery; in tying the -hinamen together, and final- 
ly a robbery by presenting knives and pistols 
and taking everything upon which the scoun- 
drels could lay their — A great number 
of Chinamen were present about the Court, but 
by the law which prevents their testimony be- 
ing heard against a white man, their evidence 
was not admitted, and the rascal Green, of 
whose guilt there seem to be no doubt, was 
discharged. A number of the Chinamen as- 
severuted that they knew Green to be one of 
the robbers ; that they had seen him come into 
the shanty in which they were robbed; that 
— had been robbed by him and that they 
could not possibly be mistaken in the person; 
still, their testimony could not be received, 
and a man whom every person about the Court 
believed to be guilty was turned loose, doubt- 
less to commitstill further depredations of the 
same kind, and escape the punishment merited 
by his crimes in the same way. ‘This is by no 
means the first case in which these poor Chi- 
namen of Rincon Point have been robbed, and 
there is every reason to believe the repeated 
outrages have been done by the same rascals, 
who ase smart enough to know a little about 
the law of evidence in California. 

There is, of course, no fault to be found with 


the Court in the above case. It doubtless did 
all it could to see justice done. The difficulty is 
in the law and the foolish prejudices which in- 
duced a former Legislature to pass an Act by 
which Negroes, Chinese, and certain others, 
are debarred from bearing witness against 
white people. We know that the same laws 
existed some years ago in all or nearly all the 
Atlantic States, and that they exist in some of 
them still. In those, however, which have ad- 
vanced farthest in population, prosperity, and 
general education and intelligence, the barba- 
rous ordinance bas been repealed, and none of 
the people have yet had reason to complain. 
Such has been the case in New York, — 
sylvania, Ohio, and other great States; and it 
is to be hoped that the great State of Califor- 
nia, which boasts go much advancement, will 
not allow its statute book to be disgraced by 
such an illiberal, foolish and absurd a provis- 
ion, as that which excludes the testimony of 
certain classes from the Courts on account of 
their color. Judges and juries are certainly 
not compelled to believe them; but that they 
cannot even be heard, is an insult to all liberal 
feeling.— Bulletin. 

We call the attention of the readers of the 
Oriental, tothe very appropriate remarks in 
the above extract from the Bulletin. We wish 
they would ponder them, and consider if some 
plan cannot be devised for removing so great 
arelic of barbarism from our statute books. 
Let them look at the facts of the case as pre- 
sented in the Bulletin, and enquire, how the 
matter would stand if the case were our own. 
Let us suppose that a party of British or 
American citizens, should be robbed in the 
streets of Canton, and beside the loss of prop 
erty, suffer in addition the brutalities often in- 
flicted on the Chinese in our State. How soon 
would redress be demanded at the cannon’s 
mouth. But there is a power stronger than the 
might of the kingdoms of this world, which 
has regard to the suffering of the outcast and 
stranger, and when the Lord shall make inqui- 
sition for blood, will He forget the cries, which 
have entered his ears, from the wronged and 
plundered Chinese in this land from them who 
have cried to our Courts to help them, and 
cried in vain. 

Since writing the above we have met 
with the account of spother outrage commit- 
ted upon the Chinese, which is given below. 

A most diabolical murder, says the Marys- 
ville Herald, was committed about a week ago 
on Sunken Bar, on the Middle Fork of Feather 
river. Three men entered the tent of three 
Chinamen onthe Bar, and demanded their 
money, and after taking all the Chinamen had, 
-~ took them out and tied them, and deliber- 
ately commenced shooting at them. One John 
got away and went up to Reinbart Bar and 
gave the alarm. When parties reached there 


they found the bodies had been dragged to the 
river and thrown in. John describes one of 


the murderers as a Dutchman having long 
beard. 


We feel that if the attention of the citizens 
of the State is called to this subject, a reform 
must follow. We know that our people do 
not wish to see these foreigners robbed and 
murdered with impunity. Distasteful as may 
their presence be to many, even such would not 
wish to see them abused, still less that the 
stain of their blood should be found in our 
own State. No one pretends that Chinese 
testimony has ever been perverted to the inju- 
ry of American citizens. An article so en- 
tirely useless for good, and so fruitful in evil as 
that excluding Chinese testimony from our 
Courts, ought not to be allowed to remain in 
our Constitution a moment longer than it will 
require legally to remove it. We hope that 
something will be done by our next Legislature 
on this subject, and we think it is not too early 
now to call public attention to its import- 
ance. Why should the few rascals in the State, 
(for we trust that in proportion to the great 
body of its citizens, they are but few,)—why 
should they have aclause in the Constitution 
enacted for their special benefit? The Chi- 
nese perhaps, form one tenth of the population 
of our State. The State taxes them their full 
proportion in their bus. ness and mining, and 
then instead of administering justice to them, 
hands them over to the unprincipled and ras- 
cally few, to be plundered, robbed and mur- 
dered, Coustitutionally. The vast majority of 
our population,what ever views they may have 
respecting the desirableness of so large a num- 
ber of Chinese becoming residents of our State, 
reap no benefit from the clause in the Con- 
stitution, nor sympathize with those who abuse 
and plunder them. To this large body in our 


community we appeal, and ask from them, that 
the Chinese, so long as they remain in the 
State, and pay their share of the expenses of 
government, should receive justice and protec- 
tion from extortion and violence. Orient ol. 


Reinfercements for Walker, 

We understand that Walker's agents are 
actively engaged in recruiting to fill up two reg- 
iments of mounted men, and one of infantry, 
and it is expected that a large reinforcement of 
recruits will go down on the Orizaba. 

Whatever may be thought of the purpose 
for which they leave this State, one great ben- 
efit will arise out of these constant drafts to 
recruit Walker’s army. His necessities are 
rapidly drawing off from this community a 
class of individuals who can no longer find con- 
genial modes of obtaining a livelihood in the 
altered condition of society in this State ;— 
restless, adventurous spirits, who will never 
settle down to earnest steady labor, and which 
has now become necessary to existence in 
California. 

‘These men, adapted by nature and habits to 
desultory modes of living—constantly craving 
for excitement—to whom the monotony of la- 
bor is abhorrent, and who would become social 
pests—moral nuisances—in a settled, orderly 
community—will, in such an expedition as 
Walkers, be the most capable instruments in 
preparing the way for a higher state of civil- 
ization, and which, whatever be thought of the 
means employed for its introduction, is, never- 
theless, inevitable.

nia? 

Equitable basis! You cannot on earth 
for want of an equitable basis! You will all 
find an “equitable basis” in the grave. You 
will all find an “equitable basis” at the judg- 
ment. Bishops and priests and elders will stand 
on precisely the same basis there with Uncle 
Tom and Aunt Rose—masters and servants, 
ministers and , both from the North and 
South, wil! find the basis as equitable there, as 
the God of equity can make it. 

This division of the churches, North and 
South, is the worst sign of the times to our 
couotry. The bluster of Garrison and Phil- 
lips, and their coadjutors of the North, and 
Preston S. Brooks and Henry A. Wise, and 
their fanatical followers iu the South, is mere 
sound and fury, signifying nothing, but this di- 
vision in the churches s a sign portentous of 
evil, and is doing more at this day to create ill 
will between the two sections of the Union than 
all other causes combined. We are sorry that 
this division has been created here in Califor- 
nia. Itcan be productive of evil and only 
evil. Had'nt the Couferences better compro- 
mise ?—Marysville Herald. 

Promptness in the Courts. 

There was formerly considerable complaint 
against men of business in San Francisco that 
they managed to evade jury service. Recent 
events have shown that men are willing to sa- 
crifice business and take time for public duties 
when their performance is likely to issue in 
any good. Where such activity prevails, and 
where each one values time, it is but reasona- 
ble to demand that public business be dispatch- 
ed in the shortest space. Our judges, some of 
them most excellent officers, may bear a gentle 
hint upon this subject. It isa very common 
thing for a jury of fifty men to be detained a 
half hour or more waiting for a judge to ap- 
pear upon the bench. 

A few days since, such a detention happened 
in the United States Court. The succeeding 
morning, one of the jurymen allowed himself to 
be detained fifteen minutes. The judges were 
that day upon the bench in season, and us the 
tardy juryman entered, he was questioned upon 
his delay, and reminded that the business of the 
Court had been hindered by it. He replied 
that on the previous morning he had waited 
thirty minutes after the hour for assembling 
before the judge who had now called him to 
account, appeared in his place; and not being 
acquainted with that Court, he was not aware 
but that a later hour than the one named for 
assembling was observed ; also, that his time 
was as valuable to him as that of the judge to 
himself. The other judge interposed and asked 
him if he said that his time was as valuable as 
that of the judge. The answer was that be 
was a business man, and that his timg was as 
valuable to him as that of the judge was to 
himself. It was abruptly ordered that the 
business of the Court proceed.

The Office of Sheriff. 
The mancevers of the clique who have so 
long misruled this city to retain at least one of 
their number in an important office, has not es- 
caped the vigilant eye, which for the last six 
months has watched over the interests of this 
city. It appears the question is to be submit- 
ted to the Supreme Court with respect to the 
legality of the election of the people’s nominee 
for Sheriff. Now this is in exact accordance 
with the general procedure of the infamous 
cabal which bas so long disgraced our city. 
When a malefactor was to be screened from 
merited justice, what instrumentality was used 
to screen him from justice? The Courts. 
When public swindlers were to be allowed to 
escape with the hard earned pittances of the 
laborer, and the mite of the widow, what 
agency was employed to hood wink the public? 
The Courts, with their hirelirg aids—tbe myr- 
midons of the law, who know so well how to 
evade the spirit of law by the interposition of 
its forms.

“ the niuth section of the Consolidation Bill 
provides that where vacancies occur in any 
elective effice, the Board of Supervisors shall 
fill them until the election, when the vacancies 
shall be filled ‘ by election for the term.’ 


Under the provisions of the Consolidation 

Bill the Board of Supervisors had legally de 
clared the office of Sheriff vacant, and had ap- 
pointed a successor for the term till the next 
election. 
This action was evaded by a similar legal 
swindle to those which had so often been em 
ployed to cheat the people of their rights 
and justice of its due. Into the merits of the 
case, as respects the Sheriff, approved by the 
Supervisors, we are not disposed to enter. 
The time was short till the election, and the 
matter scarcely worth the struggle it would 
have occasioned, when there were so many im- 
portant reforms pressing upon the public at- 
tention ; but when it is sought to over-rule the 
united action of the people, and which is plain- 
ly in accordance with the inteutions of the 
consolidation act, by a resort to the chicanry 
of legal technicalities aud to endeavor to con- 
tinue in an important office for a lengthened 
period, a person obnoxious to a majority of his 
fellow-citizens, it will not be permitted, it 
might be as well for Mr. Scannell, and his 
friends, to consider whether in thus provoking 
and irritating the popular mind, they may not 
draw down upon themselves a people’s indig- 
nation, which would no doubt assume the form 
of a sudden ejectment from an office to which 
they have elected a person of their own choice, 
and whom they will sustain despite all the 
schemes of the faction opposed to them. 


Our New Officers. 

The result of the late municipal election was 
the climax of that great movement which 
originated in the formation of the Vigilance 
Committee—was expressed through its acts in 
the removal of Ballot box staffers and partizan 
bullies and in those various preliminary steps 
which were necessary to secure a just and fair 
expression of the will of the people. That ir- 
regularly couvstitnted but necessary and effict- 
ent body of reformers have now ceased to exist 
as a distinctive association, and in the convic- 
tion that the people have at last obtained for 
their officers men who will be honest and fea - 
less in the discharge of duty be faithful to the 
principles of the movement which led to their 
appointments they hope that no future occasion 
will arise to demand from them similar sacrifices 
for the public good. 

By means of this agency these new officials 
have had the road to reform cleared of many 
impediments, which, could the election of honest 
men have been possible under previously exist- 
ing circumstances, would yet have trammeled 
their action and excited doubts and apprehen- 
sions where conscious support ought now to 
give firmness and decision to their acts. The 
work which has been so auspiciously com- 
menced is destined to be carried out until every 
ramification of official corruption shall have 
been traced and eradicated. 

The people expect an impartial and unflinch. 
ing application of measures for financial re- 
treuchment, so far as may be consistent with 
the proper regulation and good order of the 
city, and the re-construction, upon efficient 


bases, of every department of our municipa- 
government, whe executive or adminis 
trative. 


Arrest of asupposed Murderer. 
Wm. Cogill, the Constable at Brooklyn, has 
arrested a Spaniard on suspicion of being one 
of the party, who murdered Dr. Marsh, in 
Contra Costa County some time ago, and for 
whose apprehension the Governor has offered 
a reward of $1000. Mr. Cogill had been on 
the lookout for the person charged with the 
murder, and on Monday he saw two Spaniards 
passing along the streets in Brooklyn, one o 
whom he thought answered the description of 
Felipe Morena, the person for whose appre- 
hension the reward is offered. He arrested 
him and informed him of his reasons for so 
doing. The prisoner said his name was Ra- 
fael Morena, but said that he knew Felipe 
Morena, but denied all knowledge of the crime 
imputed to him. From iuquiries which Mr. 
Cogill has made, there is strong reasons to sup- 
pose that he is the suspected person. He had 
on a hat which he admitted Mr. Tice, of this 
city, for whom he worked, had purchased for 
him, and this hat Mr. Tice says, he bought for 


crime. From the description given by Mr. 
Cogill, Mr. Tice at once recognized the prison- 
er as Felipe Morena. Mr. Tice and his son are 
going over to-day to identify the prisoner. In 
the meanwhile he remains in the custody of 


Mr. Cogill. On the prisoner was found $14,50 
in gold and a silver watch

NEW YORK AND SAN FRANCISCO 


An enterprise has been proposed by Captain 
Henry Randall for getting up anew line of 


steamships between San Francisco and New 
York. The following i- an outline of the 
plen : 

The great improvement consists in the su- 
perior model of the vessels; their great strength 
and safety; and in there being four, instead 
ot two paddle wheels. One pair of these 
wheels being larger than the other, and se 
placed as to give greatly increased power, as 
well as safety to the ships. The vessels will 
be 425 fect keel, and 54 feet beam, with four 
water-tight sections. If one of the sections 
shonki be broken into, aad fill with water, 
the ship could still go from San Francisco to 
New York with perfect safety. 

There will be two powerful engines, each 
entirely separate from, and independent of the 
other. If either should be disabled, the other 
would, in fifteen days, bring passenger, from 
New York to San Francisco. There will also 
be thirteen fire engines on each ship, eight 
drivers by steam, so that the whole boat could 
be deluged in one minute. Three thousand 
passengers can be most comfurtably aceommo- 


rater at less than half the present rates of 
are. 


The sum required to build these ship, is 
only one million of dollars; less than one- 
halt of the amount sent to New York by each 
steamer. Most of persons say, wheu the sub- 
ject is presented to them, “The money bad 
better be raised in New York, where it eau 
be had for 7 per cent., aod not try here, 
when it cau bring 25 or 30 per cent. 

Let us just look at the subject for a mo- 
ment. There “are millions of dollars now 
idle iu this city, seeking investment.” There 
will be two thousand shares of stock, at $500 
each, with coupons attached, each of which 
will be worth $150, which can be used for a 
passage or sold each year. That alone, will 
be 30 per cent, per annum, on each share of 
$500, exclusive of dividends. Now, we ask 
if auy one desires any better investment, or 
cau it reasonably be expected that one more 
alvantageous can be made, with anything 
like adequate security! 

It may be asked, what security a share 
holder is to have that this plan will be faith- 
fully carried out? Some of the best men in 
this city, or in the State, are to be the di- 
rectors of the company, whore names will 
incure confidence, and be a sure guarantee 
that all will be done right. 

Let us examine this subject a little farther. 
The two lines now in operation are owned 
mostly or entirely in New York, The earn- 
ings and the money paid to them by our citi- 
zens, is sent of our State, to New York, to en- 
rich the already overgrown capitalists there, 
and all who live here and are obliged to travel, 
or receive frieght by these steamers, are ens 
riching those New York capitalists, 

Now, see how thisnew line will work. It 
will be owned by our own citizens, paid for by 
their own money, and more: the money paid 
to this line will belong to ourown citizens— 
not exclusively to the wealthy, but to all elass- 
es inthe whole community. We shall own 
the boats, and all that they can earn, be it 
more or less, will go into our pockets. Let us 
suppose a case, which in the very nature of 
things is impossible, that these steamers only 
pay their,own way, yet, in less than three 
years every stock-holder will get all his money 
back and one hundred dollars over on each 
share by his coupons alone, and still have the 
stock that will continue to pay the same eve- 
ery year. Thedividends will be very large 
witbout any doubt. We think so, because the 
other lines now pay large dividends, with much 
swaller boats, much more expensive in all their 
arrangements, and are some ten days longer in 
making the passage than these will be unless 
we are much mistaken. There is one question 
occurs to us here, that we wish citizens seri 
ously to consider. 

It this line can make the trip ten days soon 
er than the others, with less fuel than either 
line, and can carry twice as many passengers 
aud far more comſortably than both the oths 
ers together, and three times the amount of 
freight of the others, is it not reasonable to 
suppose that it will be able to pay us large div- 
idends as either of them? Particularly, when 
those lines both together, will be unable to do 
more than half the work of the new line, and 
at the same time are obliged to havea double 
set of employee and offices at each end of the 
route, aud double sets of hands on their ships, 
and also two sets of boats to keep iu repair. 

If they can divide a large sum each per year 
over all expenses, we leave every one to deter- 
mine what the probability may be, of having 
- small or large dividend, or none at all in this 
ine. 

There is another thought that should be re- 
membered in this connection ; that is, the uni- 
versal tendency of cheap fare to largely ins 
crease the travel. Thishas always been the 
case in all countries, and we know not why 
an exception should be made inthis instance. 

Many fearthe Pacific Rail Road will ruin 
the line. We have shown, that in three years 
one hundred dollars on each shure would be 
recevived above all the money paid out. 

When this road is finished, instead of haul- 
ing off these beats we shall be obliged to have 
a semi-weekly line. Then the harvest will be- 
gin in earnest. Until then, we shall be as 

leaners in the field of enterprise and profit. 

hen willthe migbty tide of travel set in tos 
wards our shores. Long trains of cars will 
leave daily fur California, Hundreds of thou~ 
sands will come annually to make their home 
with us. Every section of the State will be 
improved. We shall produce our own bread- 
stuffs, manufacture our own fabrics, and have 
a large surplus of produce and wares to ex~ 
port, thus retaining millions, annually, in our 
midst, now paid to two companies in New 
York; millions more now sent away for wares 
and fabrics we ought to manufacture. The 
lands of our large real estate owners, now un- 
productive, yet subject to taxation, will be 
occupied, our cities will teem with life and ac~ 
tivity, and San Francisco will soon become the 
great entrepot of the west, and second to 
none on this continent except New York. 

We believe that, in less than ten years, all 
this will be a reality, if we aretrue to our- 
selves and our own interests. We have shown 
that we shall act for our best interests now 
and in the future, by owning this line of steam- 
ers; for if we do not, others will have the 
enterprise to engage in it, and thus still eou- 
tinue to drain us of our money ; and, by high 
fares, keep the population we so canals need 
from our shores. We hope weshall all resolve 
at once, to protect our own interests and en- 
rich our city and country, and not companies 
out of the State. Let us decide wisely and 
act promptly. B.

Tue Enve.ore Business.—F sare 
aware of the various results which have been 
uent upon the introduction into exten- 
sive use of letter envelopes. Tons of paper and 
barrels of mucilage are used every month in 
the manufacture of the different kinds of en- 
velopes. In New York four firms are exten- 
sively engaged in the business, and many 
others do something at it in a small way.— 
The number of envelopes turned out weekly is 
not far from four millions. The gum used is a 
preparation of starch called dezirine, the value 
of which for sealing and stiffening purposes 
was accidentally discovered in England some 
ears since. During the conflagration of a 
— flour warehouse a cotton-spinner worked 
at carrying water and rolling out the partially 
charred flour. In the morning he found his 
clothes irremediably stiffened and glued to- 
gether. On investigation he ascertained that 
the scorched flour would form, with water, a 
jutinous 2 — more adhesive than an 
own gum. Subsequent experiments reveal- 
ed the fact that this ration was better 
than gum arabic for stiffening cotton goods, 
and the discoverer kept his secret and made 
money out of the manufacture of “ British 
gum ” for cotton dressers. But his success 
was his ruin; he became profligate, his secret 
was discovered. and deztrine came into notice. 
It is now used for all where a cheap 
mucilage is required. For dressing cotton 
goods, for preparing the back of postage 
stamps, the edges of envelopes, manufacturers’ 
labels, &c., it is found to be unrivalled. It 
bas nearly ruined the gum arabic trade as that 
of sealing-wax and wafers.
